TELEPHONE COIL 
INVENTOR. DIES 


‘His Devices Also Revolu- 
tionized Wireless Tele- 
graphy and X-Ray—76 
Years Old. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, March 12.—Prof. 
Michael I. Pupin of Columbia Uni- 
versity, noted inventor and scholar, 
died today. He was 76 years old. 

He had been ill from heart disease 
for five weeks. 

Born a Hungarian peasant, Pu- 
pin became a scientist whose inven- 
tions revolutionized telephony, 
wireless telegraphy and X-ray. 

Pupin died at the Harkness pa- 
vilion of the Columbia Presbyterian 
Medical Center. He had been an in- 
valid for several years. 

When he was no longer able to 
go to his laboratories, he retired, 
but continued to direct his studies 
from his home. 

He was best known as the in- 
ventor of the “Pupin” coil, which 
was considered his greatest achieve- 
ment. In 1932 he received the 
John Fritz gold medal previously 
awarded Marconi and Herbert 
Hoover. 

A high point in Pupin’s career as 
a professor of electro-mechanics at 
Columbia University was his an- 
nouncement of “a new theory of 
light and the universe” in 1927. 

Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, pres- 
ident of the university, regarded it 
as revealing a new aspect of the

WASHINGTON, March 12. — 
President Roosevelt in a special 
message to Congress today called 
for regulation of public utility hold- 
ing companies. 

“Except where it is absolutely 
necessary to the continued func- 
tioning of a geographically integrat- 
ed operating utility system,” he 
said, “the utility holding company 
with its present powers must go. 

“If we could remake our financial] 
history in the light of experience, 
certainly we would have none of 
this holding company business, 

“It is a device which does not 
belong to our American traditions 
of law and business.” 

“For practical reasons,” he said, 
“we should offer a chance of sur- 
vival to those holding companies 
which can prove to the Securities 
and Exchange Commission that 
their existence is necessary for the 
advancement of the public ends 
which private utility companies are 
supposed to serve. For such com- 
panies, and, during the iterim pe- 
riod, for other companies, the pro- 
posal for a comprehensive plan of 
public regulation and control is 
sound.” 


Comments on Propaganda. 


Transmitting a report by the Na- 
tional Power Policy Committee, he 
wrote: 

“I’ve watched the use of inves 
tors’ money to make the investor 
believe that the efforts of gove- 
ernment to protect him are d@ 
signed to defraud him. 

“IT have seen much of the prop= 
aganda prepared against such leg- 
islation—even down to mimeo 
graphed sheets of instructions for 
propaganda to exploit the most far- 
fetched and fallacious fears. 


“T have seen enough to be as un- 
impressed by it as I was by the 
similar efforts to stir up the coun- 
try against the Securities Exchange 
bill last spring.” 

Roosevelt said the legislation 
“will not destroy legitimate busi- 
ness or wholesome and productive 
investment.” 

“It will not destroy a penny of 
actual value of those operating 
companies which holding compa- 
nies now control and which hold- 
ing company securities represent 
insofar as they have any value,” 
he said. 


End Within Five Years. 


“The disappearance at the end of 
five years of those utility holding 
companies which cannot justify 
themselves as necessary for the 
functioning of the operating utility 
companies of the country is an ob- 
jective which congressional leaders 
I have consulted deem essential to 
a realistic and far-sighted treat-

Stamp Meter Used. 


The stamp printing meter, Sillo- 
way reported, had been set to pro- 
duce a certain mumber of tax 
stamps in the denomination of 1 
cent for pint bottles, and 2 cents 
for quart bottles, instead of the 10 
and 20 cent stamps required by the 
State law. 

This was not due to any faulty 
functioning of the meter, as at first 
reported. On the contrary, this ma- 
chine, a Pitney-Bowes postage me- 
ter, is one of those almost human 
contrivances without human fail- 
ings. It prints stamps in the de- 
nomination for which it is set by 
the human hand and keeps an in- 
fallible record of those issued. It is 
in use especially for mailing pur- 
poses in thousands of establish- 
ments, both governmental and pri- 
vate, in this country and Europe. 

These meters are furnished by 
the State Liquor Control Depart- 
ment and are set by State inspec- 
tors so as to limit the amount of 
stamps that can be printed to the 
sum in taxes paid in advance by 
the wholesalers who use them. 

The inquiry of the Federal Alco- 
hol Control Administration was fol- 
lowed by an investigation by the 
Federal Alcohol Tax Unit with 
headquarters in Kansas City. As a 
result of the second inquiry, 4 re- 
port was presented by the tax unit 
to United States District Attorney 
Blanten, who laid it before the 
rand jury March 1.

LAUREL, Miss., March 12.— 
Ouida Keeton was convicted today 
of the murder of her widowed 
mother, Mrs. Daisy Keeton, and 
sentenced to spend the rest of her 
natural life in prison.

The “Pupin coil,” used in putting 
telephone and telegraph wires un- 
derground, he regarded as his great- 
est achievement.

A majority of the Democrats also 
held a caucus in an effort to bind 
as many Democrats as possible to 
vote for the higher rate, in view of 
the fact that 46 of 48 Democrats 
voted against it.

U.S. Judge Dawson Instructs

Says He Will Dismiss any Indictments Voted

LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 12.— 

United States District 

Charles I. Dawson, who has 


against the Government on New 
Deal legislation, said in his in- 
structions to the grand jury yester- 
day that the refusal of persons en- 
gaged in strictly local business to 
comply with NRA codes “is not a 
crime and cannot be made a crime 
by legislative fiat.” 

The jurors were instructed not to 
return indictments for code viola- 
tions unless it appeared interstate 
commerce was involved. Other- 
wise, he said, it would be his duty 
to dismiss the indictments. 

Citizens engaged in a local busi- 
ness “are only asserting their con- 
stitutional rights” when they dis- 
regard the codes, he said. 

Appeals are pending from Judge 
Dawson's decisions against the Gov- 
ernment on the NRA soft coal min- 
ing code and Public Works Admin- 
istration slum clearance. In _ the 
one case he enjoined the Govern- 
ment from enforcing the code, hold- 
ing that the mining in question was 
strictly intrastate in character and 
that Congress had no power to reg- 
ulate any commerce but interstate 
commerce; in the other he ruled 
that the Government could not take 
private property by condemnation 
for slum clearance projects because 
_ condemnation may be used only to

Irish Rail Strike Called Off.

She told Superior Judge Elliott 
Craig of various “scenes” with Ros- 
son, who, she said, was “frequently 


sullen and moody.” 


| Judge Craig, who at the outset 
blocked an attempt by Miss Har- 
low’s lawyer to have the decree en- 
tered with the mere testimony of 
the actress that all the allegations 
in her complaint were true, asked 
her to cite specific acts of rude- 


ness. 


‘Well, at one of our parties, a 
young man we did not know was 
singing,” the actress testified. “He 
was requesting the guests to choose 
the songs. He asked me to request 
a song. I did so. Mr. Rosson was 
standing a few feet away. Right 
inthe middle of the song, he start- 
ed to applaud and said: ‘Very good, 


very good, young man.’ 


“On Dec. 31, 1933, I gave a party. 
Mr. Rosson refused to attend it. 
He remained in his. room until 
about 11:45 o'clock. I had to exert 
considerable persuasion to get him 
to come down and bid our guests 
a happy New Year. When he ap-

STALIN FOR INDIVIDUAL 
INTERESTS ON FARMS 


Dictator Says Families’ Tastes 
and Needs Must Be 
Respected. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, March  12.—Joseph 
Stalin, general secretary of the all- 
powerful political bureau, in a pub- 
lic statement of Soviet policy today, 
declared that individual tastes and 


needs must be respected on Soviet 
farms. 

“As long as family and children 
exist, these interests must not be 
neglected,” he said. 

Rejecting the proposal of a group 
of delegates to the recent Collective 
Farm Congress to reduce individual] 
holdings of farmers, Stalin said, “It 
is better to admit openly and hon- 
estly that there should be private 
housekeeping on collective farms— 
small but private.” He explained 
that this should be in addition to 
the collective households for the 
satisfaction of common needs. 

Stalin told the proponents of re- 
duction that they represented a 
minority view. 

“You are facing a mass collective 
movement embracing millions of 
households,” he said. “If you want 
to succeed under present conditions, 
you must think not only of the 
collective but also the individual 
interests of farmers.” 

The policy of “squeezing” the 
farmers will not do, Stalin de- 
clared, saying “it is wrong.” 

The proponents wanted to reduce 
the garden patches allowed each 
collective farmer for their individ- 
ual needs to one-tenth of a hec- 
tare, but the allowance was finally 
fixed at one-half hectare and in 
some cases one hectare. (A hectare 
is about two and one-half acres.) 

Stalin's reply to the proposal was 
quoted by Jacob Yakoffleff, the 
manager of the agricultural section 
of the Central Committee of the 
Communist party at a meeting of 
the Moscow and Leningrad mem- 
bers of the party. 

The new constitution for the col- 
‘lective farm structure, in which the 
size of the garden patches was 
fixed, was adopted by the Farm 
Congress, but the farm’ colonies 
were given three months in which 
to discuss and elaborate it. 

It is estimated that 240,000 farms 
will participate in the discussion.

Commissioner Would Have 
Virtually Unlimited Control 
of Department Funds.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 12.— 
Analysis of the bill to scrap the 
present Fish and Game Department 
and set up in its place a Depart- 
ment of Conservation under a po- 
litically-appointed commissioner, 
shows that the commissioner would 
have virtually unlimited control 
over the department’s funds, which 
are derived wholly from the sale 
of licenses to sportsmen, and over 
the fixing of employes’ salaries, 

now limited by law. - 

The bill, which already has passed 
the House, was reported favorably 
last night by the Senate Fish and 
Game Committee.

MOTORIST GETS PRISON TERM, 
WIFE WAS HURT IN ACCIDENT 


She Was Injured Seriously When 
Auto Carrying Illicit Alcohol 
Was Wrecked. 

By the Associated Press. 

DANVILLE, Ill., March 12.—An 
automobile accident last November 
in which his wife suffered injuries 
that may make her an invalid for 
life resulted today in a prison 
sentence for Harry Sullivan of 
Louisville, Ky.

Only Face Value to Be Paid. 

When the Panama and “consols” 
are called on Aug. 1, the holders, 
despite the gold clauses, will re- 
ceive only the face value of the 
bonds. The transactions will clear 
the Federal Reserve Banks and in 
return for the bonds the reserve 
banks will receive gold certificates. 
which must remain in their strong 
boxes. These certificates will not 
circulate in commerce, except, as 
one Treasury official explained, for 
“genuine international settlements.” 
Of course, if the United States ever 
goes back on a gold basis, the gold 
certificates might serve as a re- 
ceipt for so many gold dollars. The 
new gold certificates, according to 
a Treasury official, are so worded 
that they cannot be considered 
warehouse receipts or bullion con- 
tracts. 

Against these gold certificates the 
Federal Reserve banks. which 
should not be confused with Fed- 
eral Reserve member banks, can 
issue Federal Reserve notes up to 
$100 for every $40 of gold certifi- 
cates. Thus, theoretically, the re- 
serve banks could issue $1,687,500.- 
000 in currency against the $675.- 
000,000 in gold certificates they will 
receive on the retirement of the 
Panama and “consols,” whereas 
the national bank holders of these 
bonds could issue currency on them 
only up to the face value. To this 
theoretical extent, therefore, the 
present plan is inflationary, but ex- 
perience has shown that credit de- 
mands regulate the volume of cur- 
rency.

OW that this fashion for a milk-
